HE major purpose of this book is indicated 



1 by the three sections in which the material is 
arranged. 

Section I. Public Worship. Nearly all modern 
church hymnals contain Responsive Readings, but 
many ministers desire other worship material for the 
enrichment of the service. With the Pulpit and 
Parish Manual, and the Responsive Readings in 
a good modern hymnal, a minister may build up 
services of public worship to meet the needs of his 
congregation. The wealth of material provided in 
this book will enable him to make his services beauti¬ 
ful and stately and, from Sunday to Sunday, to give 
variety to them. 

Section II. Occasional Services. Here are dig¬ 
nified services for baptism, reception of members, the 
Lord’s supper, marriage, consecration of a home, ordi¬ 
nation or installation of a minister, and consecration 
of a teacher. These, of course, may be used just as 
printed, or may he changed as any minister may de¬ 
sire. They may be used as guides for these important 
services while permitting freedom in their use. 

Section III. Funeral Services. Most pastors of 
churches find that funerals test their resources more 
severely than any other one duty of their sacred office.

A great variety of material is provided, suitable for 
the varied circumstances of funerals. Great care has 
been taken in associating poetry and scripture on 
many themes, so that these materials shall he in har¬ 
mony.. .The poets have rendered a priceless service 
to religion in giving beautiful and convincing ex¬ 
pression to the hope of immortality. 

In compiling this book, sources ancient and modern 
have been drawn upon, and material new and hitherto 
unpublished has been included. Many expressions of 
faith are always new because they never can grow old. 
Therefore all of the material in this book is vital and 
timely. Modern ministers will find this book a useful 
companion in the varied duties of their ministry.

PUBLIC WORSHIP 


CALLS TO WORSHIP 

i. The Rock of My Strength 

M Y soul, wait thou only upon God; for my ex¬ 
pectation is from him. He only is my rock and 
my salvation: he is my defense; I shall not be moved. 
In God is my salvation and my glory: the rock of my 
strength and my refuge is in God. Trust in him at all 
times. Ye people, pour out your heart before him: 
God is a refuge for us. 

Wherewith shall I come before the Lord, and bow 
myself before the high God? He hath showed thee, 
O man, what is good: and what doth the Lord require 
of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God? 

Let us pray: 

0 GOD, who art the great deep of eternal peace 
and the fountain of all blessings, who ever send- 
est peace to those that are ready to receive it: open to 
us this day the sea of thy love, and water us with plen¬ 
teous streams from the riches of thy grace. Make us 
children of quietness and heirs of peace. Enkindle in 
us the fire of thy love; strengthen our weakness by thy 
power; bind us closely to thee and to each other in one 
firm bond of unity. Amen. 
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2. A Morning Prayer 

G IVE ear to my words, O Lord; consider my medi¬ 
tation. Hearken unto the voice of my cry, my 
King and my God: for unto thee will I pray. My 
voice shalt thou hear in the morning, O Lord: in the 
morning will I direct my prayer unto thee, and will 
look up. As for me I will come into thy house in the 
multitude of thy mercy; and in thy fear will I wor¬ 
ship toward thy holy temple. For thou, Lord, wilt 
bless the righteous; with favor wilt thou compass him 
as with a shield.

all who join with us in prayer; all our brethren by 
land or sea, or wherever they may be in thy vast king¬ 
dom, who stand in need of thy grace and succor. 
Pour out upon all the riches of thy mercy, so that 
we, redeemed in soul and body, and steadfast in faith, 
may ever praise thy wonderful and holy name.

H OW amiable are thy tabernacles, O Lord of 
hosts!

O LORD, our heavenly Father, Almighty and 
everlasting God, who hast safely brought us to 
the beginning of this day, defend 11s in the same with 
thy mighty power; and grant that this day we tall into 
no sin, neither run into any kind of danger; but that 
all our doings, being ordered by thy governance, may 
be righteous in thy sight; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

Let us there¬ 
fore draw near with boldness unto the throne of grace, 
that we may receive mercy and find grace to help us in 
time of need.

THE BAPTISM AND CONSECRATION 
OF CHILDREN 


When the children are to he presented for baptism or 
consecration, the name of each child in full, with the date 
of its birth and the names of both parents, should be given 
to the minister, in writing, at the time of the service. 

As the parents bring the children forward, the follow¬ 
ing words may be read by the minister or chanted by the 
choir. 


Words of Welcome 



HE mercy of the Lord is from everlasting to 


X everlasting upon them that fear him, and his 
righteousness unto children’s children; to such as keep 
his covenant, and to those that remember his com¬ 
mandments to do them. The promise is unto you and 
to your children, and to all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord your God shall call. 


A Scripture Lesson 


T HESE words, which I command thee this day, 
shall be upon thine heart; and thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou 
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walkest by the way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. 

In that hour came the disciples unto Jesus, saying, 
Who then is the greatest in the kingdom of heaven? 
And Jesus called to him a little child, and set him in 
the midst of them, and said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye turn, and become as little children, ye shall 
in no wise enter into the kingdom of heaven. Whoso¬ 
ever therefore shall humble himself as this little child, 
the same is the greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 
And whoso shall receive one such little child in my 
name receiveth me: but whoso shall cause one of these 
little ones that believe on me to stumble, it is profitable 
for him that a great millstone should be banged about 
his neck, and that he should be sunk in the depth of the 
sea. Even so it is not the will of your Father who is 
in heaven that one of these little ones should perish. 

They were bringing little children unto Jesus that 
he should touch them; and the disciples rebuked them. 
But when Jesus saw it be was moved with indignation, 
and said unto them, Suffer the little children to come 
unto me and forbid them not; for to such belongeth 
the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Whoso¬ 
ever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little 
child, he shall in no wise enter therein. And Jesus 
took them in his arms, and blessed them, laying his 
hands upon them. 

Jesus said. Rejoice that your names are written in 
heaven. And Jesus rejoiced in the Holy Spirit, and 
said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
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earth, that thou didst hide these things from the wise 
and understanding, and didst reveal them unto babes: 
yea, Father, for so it was well-pleasing in thy sight. 
Come unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart; and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls. For my yoke is easy, 
and my burden is light.

I N this service of baptism and consecration of chil¬ 
dren, we declare our faith in the universal father¬ 
hood of God. We solemnly recognize these children 
as God’s children, and heirs of the Kingdom of God. 
We publicly name them as belonging to the great 
family of the heavenly Father, and receive them into 
the care of the Church of Christ. We acknowledge 
our solemn obligation to nurture them in the knowl¬ 
edge of God and in the spirit of Jesus Christ. There¬ 
fore do we, in this service, dedicate them to the service 
of God, trusting that, when they reach the years of 
discretion, they may confirm this dedication. 

A Prayer by the Minister 
Let us pray: 

A LMIGHTY and everlasting Father, we thank 
thee for thy gift of life and thy sustaining grace; 
for thy glory in the world about us and thy presence 
in our hearts.

At a public service of worship , preceding the celebra¬ 
tion of the Lord's Supper , announcement should be made 
and an invitation given. In some churches the form of 
invitation is fixed by vote or custom. The following is a 
suitable form , widely used: 

W E cordially invite to share with us, in this com¬ 
memoration of his death, all who love our Lord 
Jesus Christ and confess him before men. 

This invitation may also be given at the opening of the 
service at which the Lord's Supper is celebrated. 

An opportunity may be given for those who zvish to 
unite zvith the church to do so after the opening hymn.

There hath no temptation taken you but such 
as is common to man. But God is faithful, who will 
not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are able 
to bear; but will, with the temptation, also make a way 
of escape, that ye may be able to bear it. 

The cup of blessing which we bless, is it not the 
communion of the blood of Christ? The bread which 
we break, is it not the communion of the body of 
Christ? For we, being many, are one bread and one 
body; for we are all partakers of that one bread. For 
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I have received of the Lord that which also I delivered 
unto you, that the Lord Jesus, the same night in which 
he was betrayed, took bread; and, when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, eat; this is liiy 
body which is broken for you: this do in remembrance 
of me. After the same manner also he took the cup, 
when he had supped, saying, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood. This do ye, as oft as ye drink 
it, in remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do show the Lord’s death 
till he come.

DIRECTIONS FOR A CHURCH WEDDING 


When the wedding procession has been formed, the minister 
is the first to go to his place, using a side aisle or entrance, 
and the bridegroom and attendant follow almost immediately. 
The bride, with her left hand takes her father’s right arm, and 
they are the last persons in the wedding procession. The posi¬ 
tions of the principal persons in the wedding ceremony are 
indicated in the diagram. After “ giving away the bride ” the 
father takes his place in the front pexv.

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A SERVICE FOR THE CONSECRATION 
OF A HOME 


Among Christian people, there is a growing custom of 
consecrating a home. Such a service may well be held in a 
new home, with the kindling of “ the first fire ” on the 
hearth. This continues the old ceremony of “ the hanging 
of the crane ” in the new house, which symbolized the 
beginning of home-life in that house. 

In this modern service for the consecration of a home, 
a few simple symbols are used. These are, — 

First, the Candle, a symbol of light; 

Second, the Fire, a symbol of home life; 

Third, the Salt, a symbol of the protection of life; 

Fourth, the Water, a symbol of the Divine Spirit; 

Fifth, the Bread, a symbol of hospitality. 

If there be a fireplace in the house, wood should be laid 
upon the hearth, with an abundance of kindling, but the 
fire is not to be lighted until the proper time comes in the 
service. Lacking a fireplace, a brazier may be used as a 
substitute, or the actual kindling of the fire may be 
omitted. 

In front of the fireplace a small table should be placed 
for the other symbols. Place on the table an unlighted 
candle and matches. Place also a small open dish with 
common salt; a pitcher of water and a goblet; and a plate 
with bread on it. 
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The minister who conducts the service should be seated 
beside the table, facing the fireplace, the table being at his 
right hand. 

When the members of the household and guests assem¬ 
ble, they should sit or stand, facing also the fireplace. 
The minister should provide the head of the house with at 
least one copy of that part of this service which contains 
the response, “ We Dedicate This House,” so that the 
responses may be given at the appropriate time. 

The Action of the service is significant, and should be 
made emphatic. The candle is to be Lighted. The fire 
is to be Kindled (the minister kneels while he does this). 
The salt is to be Scattered. The water is to be Poured. 
The bread is to be Broken. Each action is performed at 
its own proper time as the service progresses. When all 
is ready, the minister reads the Interpretation and the 
appropriate poetry. 


Interpretation 

D EARLY beloved, members of this household 
and guests: We are assembled here to dedicate 
this Christian home, in the hope that it may be a place 
of happiness, adding to life’s meaning for all who shall 
call it “ home.” 

Home was the first institution which God, our 
Father, established for his children. Before the 
Church and before any form of civil government, the 
home was a divine institution. Love was the first 
bond which linked human lives together, and the home 
was its expression. The home became the nursery of 
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religion, of education, of civilization, of culture, of 
beauty, of progress. In all the advance of human life, 
the home is still the greatest of human institutions 
and the most vital expression of the Divine Presence 
in human life. 

In primitive homes, our far-off ancestors found 
shelter from the elements. There they lighted the 
candle, kindled the fire, protected their food with salt, 
poured water that thirst might be quenched, and broke 
bread that hunger might be satisfied. Home-life and 
hospitality were expressed in these simple things. 
Today they are our picturesque and expressive sym¬ 
bols by which we make vivid the meaning of the life 
of this home. In this service we consecrate this home 
to human happiness and to faith in the Divine Father. 
Let us hear a message from God’s Word. 

Except the Lord build the house, they labor in vain 
that build it. 

Through wisdom is a house builded, 

And by understanding it is established, 

And by knowledge are the chambers filled with all 
precious and pleasant riches. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, 

And thy glory unto thy children;

THE CEREMONY OF THE FIRE 

The minister reads: 

The Interpretation of Fire 

O F primitive man it was written: He heweth him 
down cedars, and taketh the cypress and the oak. 
Then shall it be for a man to burn: for he will take 
thereof, and warm himself; yea, he kindleth it and 
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baketh bread. He burneth part thereof in the fire; 
with part thereof he eatetli flesh, yea, he roasteth 
roast, and is satisfied; yea, he warmeth himself and 
saitli, Aha, I am warm, I have seen the fire. 

Very early in human life the discovery was made 
that fire could be a dangerous enemy; and another 
discovery was made, that fire could be a wonderful 
ally. The fireplace, in the shelter of a home, was one 
of the very early attempts to control this strange 
element and to make it useful. Fire enters into the 
religion of primitive men, for the ascending flames 
suggest the aspirations of the soul. This thought con¬ 
tinues in the beautiful hymn, written nearly two 
centuries ago, — 

Rivers to the ocean run, 

Nor stay in all their course; 

Fire ascending seeks the sun; 

Both speed them to their source. 

So my soul, derived from God, 

Pants to view his glorious face; 

Upwards tends to his abode 
To rest in his embrace. 

The minister then kneels and lights the fire in the fire¬ 
place. When it is burning brightly, he reads the poem, 
which follows: 

Kneel always when you light a fire! 

Kneel reverently, and thankful be 
For God’s unfailing charity, 

And on the ascending flame inspire 
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A little prayer, that shall upbear 
The incense of your thankfulness 
For this sweet grace 
Of warmth and light! 

For here again is sacrifice 
For your delight. 

Within the wood, 

That lived a joyous life 

Through sunny days and rainy days 

And winter storm and strife, — 

Within the coal, 

Where forests lie entombed, 

Oak, elm, and chestnut, beech and red pine bole, 
God shrined his sunshine, and entombed 
For you these stores of light and heat, 

Your life-joys to complete. 

These all have died that you might live; 

Yours now the high prerogative 
To loose their long captivities, — 

To give them new sweet span of life 
And fresh activities. 

Kneel always when you light a fire! 

Kneel reverently, 

And grateful be 

To God for his unfailing charity! 
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There is something about a torch-lit fire 
That kindles the tinder of lost desire; 

That wakes in the rose-gray glow of embers 
The flaming April that love remembers; 

The summer haze of toil and trouble,

But truth that speaks of the fire-lit dome

THE CEREMONY OF THE SALT 

E are the salt of the earth: but if the salt have lost 



J_ its savor, wherewith shall it he salted? It is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but to be cast out and 
trodden under foot of men. 

Every oblation of thy meal-offering shalt thou 
season with salt; neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
the covenant of thy God to be lacking from thy meal¬ 
offering: with all thine oblations thou shalt offer salt. 

For every one shall be salted with fire; for every 
offering shall be salted with salt. Have salt in your¬ 
selves, and be at peace one with another. 

The minister shall then sprinkle salt upon the bread 
that is upon the table, and scatter salt also in the fire.

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The Interpretation of Salt 

T IIANIv God for the precious covenant of salt; 

for salt is the ally of life for the preservation of 
food and as the symbol of the healing of our diseases, 
the symbol of that peace which heals our strife. God 
grant us here his work of healing, that this house he 
a place of health and peace. May no ill invade this 
habitation, and no strife, no fear, no anxiety find en¬ 
trance at its portals. 

We have built a house that is not for time’s throwing; 
We have gained a peace, unshaken by pain forever. 

Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace whose mind is 
stayed on thee, because he trusteth in thee. 

THE CEREMONY OF THE WATER 

The minister shall pour water f rom the pitcher into the 
goblet, and then read, —

T IIOU visitest the earth, and waterest it; thou 
greatly enrichest it with the river of God, which 
is full of water. Thou preparest them corn, when 
thou hast so provided for it; thou waterest the ridges 
thereof abundantly, thou settlest the furrows thereof, 
thou makest it soft with showers, thou blessest the 
springing thereof.

A Lesson from the Old Testament 
THE CONSECRATION OF A MAN OF GOD 

M OSES spake unto the Lord, saying, Let the 
Lord, the God of the spirits of all flesh, appoint 
a man over the congregation, who may go out before 
them, and who may come in before them, and who may 
lead them out, and who may bring them in; that the 
congregation of the Lord be not as sheep which have 
no shepherd. And the Lord said unto Moses, Take 
thee Joshua the son of Nun, a man in whom is the 
Spirit, and lay thy hand upon him; and give him a 
charge in their sight. 

And thou shalt put of thine honor upon him, that 
all the congregation of the children of Israel may 
obey; at his word shall they go out, and at his word 
they shall come in, both he and all the children of 
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Israel with him, even all the congregation. And 
Moses did as the Lord commanded him; and he took 
Joshua, and set him before Eleazar the priest, and 
before all the congregation: and he laid his hands 
upon him, and gave him a charge, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. And he said, Be strong and of good 
courage; for thou shalt bring the children of Israel 
into the land which I sware unto them: and I will be 
with thee. 

The Lord spake unto Joshua saying, As I was 
with Moses, so I will be with thee; I will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee. Be strong, and of good cour¬ 
age; for thou shalt cause this people to inherit the 
land which I sware unto their fathers to give them. 
Only be strong and very courageous, to observe to do 
according to all the law, which Moses my servant 
commanded thee: turn not from it to the right hand 
or to the left, that thou mayest have good success 
whithersoever thou goest. This book of the law shall 
not depart out of thy mouth, but thou shalt meditate 
therein day and night, that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all that is written therein: for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and then thou shalt 
have good success. Have not I commanded thee? 
Be strong and of good courage; be not affrighted, 
neither be thou dismayed: for the Lord thy God is 
with thee whithersoever thou goest. 

Then the people spake unto Joshua, saying, All 
that thou hast commanded us we will do and whither¬ 
soever thou sendest us we will go. According as we 
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hearkened unto Moses in all tilings so will we hearken 
unto thee: only the Lord thy God be with thee, as he 
was with Moses. 

A Lesson from the New Testament 
THE GOSPEL MINISTRY 

J ESUS went about all the cities and the villages, 
teaching in their synagogues, and preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of 
disease and all manner of sickness. But when he saw 
the multitudes, he was moved with compassion for 
them, because they were distressed and scattered, as 
sheep not having a shepherd. Then saith he unto his 
disciples, The harvest indeed is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few. Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he send forth laborers into bis 
harvest. 

And it came to pass in these days, that he went out 
into the mountain to pray; and he continued all night 
in prayer to God. And when it was day, he called his 
disciples; and he chose from them twelve, whom he 
named apostles. These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
charged them, saying. Go not into any way of the 
Gentiles, and enter not into any city of the Samari¬ 
tans: but go rather to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel. And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, raise the dead, 
cleanse the lepers, cast out demons: freely ye received, 
freely give. Get you no gold, nor silver, nor brass in 
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your purses; no wallet for your journey, neither two 
coats, nor shoes, nor staff: for the laborer is worthy of 
his food. And into whatsoever city or village ye 
shall enter, search out who in it is worthy; and there 
abide till ye go forth. And as ye enter into the house, 
salute it. And if the house be worthy, let your peace 
come upon it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace 
return to you. 

He that doth not take his cross and follow after me, 
is not worthy of me. He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his life for my sake shall 
find it. He that receiveth you receiveth me, and he 
that receiveth me receiveth him that sent me. He that 
receiveth a prophet in the name of a prophet shall 
receive a prophet’s reward: and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous man shall 
receive a righteous man’s reward. And whosoever 
shall give to drink unto one of these little ones a 
cup of cold water only, in the name of a disciple, 
verily I say unto you he shall in no wise lose his 
reward. 

And it came to pass when Jesus had finished com¬ 
manding his twelve disciples, he departed thence to 
teach and preach in their cities. And he came to 
Nazareth, where he had been brought up: and he 
entered, as his custom was, into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and stood up to read. 

And there was delivered unto him the book of the 
prophet Isaiah. And he opened the book and found 
the place wherein it was written, 
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The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 

Because he anointed me to preach good tidings to 
the poor: 

He hath sent me to proclaim release to the captives, 
And recovering of sight to the blind, 

To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord. 

And he closed the book, and gave it back to the at¬ 
tendant, and sat down: and the eyes of all in the syna¬ 
gogue were fastened on him. And he began to say 
unto them, Today hath this scripture been fulfilled 
in your ears. And all bare him witness, and won¬ 
dered at the words of grace which proceeded out of his 
mouth.

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A Scripture Lesson 
A PULPIT OF WOOD 


LL the people gathered themselves together as 



one man into the broad place that was before the 
water gate; and they spake unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring the hook of the law of Moses, which the Lord 
had commanded to Israel. And Ezra the priest 
brought the law before the assembly, both men and 
women, and all that could hear with understanding, 
upon the first day of the seventh month. And Ezra 
the scribe stood upon a pulpit of wood, which they 
had made for the purpose. And Ezra opened the 
hook in the sight of all the people (for he was above all 
the people); and when he opened it, all the people 
stood up. And Ezra blessed the Lord, the great God; 
and all the people answered, Amen, Amen, with the 
lifting up of their hands: and they bowed their heads, 
and worshiped the Lord with their faces to the ground. 
And he read therein before the broad place that was 
before the water gate from early morning until mid¬ 
day, in the presence of the men and the women, and of 
those that could understand; and the ears of all the 
people were attentive unto the book of the law. 

And the Levites caused the people to understand 
the law: and the people stood in their place. And 
they read in the book, in the law of God, distinctly; 
dnd they gave the sense, so that they understood the 
reading. 
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Interpretation 

rpiIE construction and use of that pulpit of wood 
_L marks a great advance in the development of 
religion. Primitive people were familiar with an 
altar of stone or metal which would not burn, but 
upon which a fire was kindled in order that bloody 
sacrifices might be burned. But a pulpit of wood 
was built in order that an appeal might be made 
to the intelligence of the people and that instruction 
might be offered to them. It, is a great day, in the 
progress of religion, when people approach it with 
understanding. It means the establishment of a 
teaching ministry; it means that the religious leader 
is a teacher instead of a priest. 

When the Pilgrims and Puritans began to estab¬ 
lish their churches on American soil, religion entered 
upon a new era. It was a common custom for a 
church to have a pastor and also a teacher. Out of 
Pilgrim and Puritan ideals have come the greatest 
religious and educational movements, as well as the 
political freedom, of this Republic. From them, we 
of today have received a priceless heritage. 

Today there is a new emphasis on a teaching minis¬ 
try; on the intelligent approach to religion; on the 
movement to approach the minds of boys and girls by 
religious education. A new profession has been cre¬ 
ated, that of the religious educator; yet it has behind 
it a great tradition and it inherits ideals that have cost 
much. You have the high privilege of sharing in this 
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work, of being one of a company of torchbearers, 
fulfilling the words of the Master, Ye are the light 
of the world. May God bless and help you in this 
work.

The truth to flesh and sense unknown, 

That Life is ever lord of Death, 

And Love can never lose its own! 

4. Virtue Is Immortal 

Wisdom exalteth her sons,

For our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us more and more exceedingly an eternal 
weight of glory; while we look not at the things which 
are seen, but at the things which are not seen: for the 
things which are seen are temporal; but the things 
which are not seen are eternal. For we know that, if 
the earthly house of our tabernacle he dissolved, we 
have a building from God, a house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. 

Therefore to whom turn I but to thee, the ineffable 
Name? 

Builder and maker, thou, of houses not made with 
hands! 

What, have fear of change from thee who art ever the 
same? 

Doubt that thy power can fill the heart that thy power 
expands? 
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There shall never be one lost good! What was shall 
live as before; 

The evil is null, is nought, is silence implying sound; 

What was good shall be good, with, for evil, so much 
good more; 

On the earth the broken arcs; in the heaven a perfect 
round. 

All we have willed or hoped or dreamed of good shall 
exist; 

Not its semblance but itself; no beauty, nor good, nor 
power 

Whose voice has gone forth, hut each survives for the 
melodist 

When eternity affirms the conception of an hour. 

The high that proved too high, the heroic for earth too 
hard, 

The passion that left the ground to lose itself in the 
sky, 

Are music sent up to God by the lover and the bard; 

Enough that he heard it once: we shall hear it by- 
and-by. 

And what is our failure here but a triumph’s evidence 

For the fulness of the days? Have we withered or 
agonized ? 

Why else was the pause prolonged but that singing 
might issue thence ? 

Why rushed the discords in but that harmony should 
be prized ? 
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Sorrow is hard to bear, and doubt is slow to clear, 
Each sufferer says his say, his scheme of the weal and 
woe: 

13ut God has a few of us whom he whispers in the ear; 
The rest may reason and welcome: ’tis we musicians 
know. 


6 . Honor the Physician 

Honor the physician, according to thy need of him, 
with the honors due unto him;

Let him not go from thee, for thou hast need of him;

My son, let thy tears fall over the dead, 

And as one that suffereth grievously, make thy lam¬ 
entation ; 

Rut give not thy heart unto sorrow, for him thou shalt 
not profit. 

When the dead is at rest, let his remembrance be 
peace; 

And be thou comforted for him, when his spirit de- 
parteth from him. 

7 . Mr. Valiant-for-Truth 

In the closing pages of Pilgrhn’s Progress, Bunyan 
describes the land of Beulah ,’’ in which the pilgrims 
enjoy a brief period of rest after the hardship of their 
pilgrimage, and wait for the summons to enter the Celes¬ 
tial City. 

After this I beheld, until they were come unto 
the land of Beulah, where the sun shineth night 
and day. Here, because they wei’e weary, they be¬ 
took themselves awhile to rest. And because this 
country was common for pilgrims, and because the 
orchards and vineyards that were here belonged to 
the King of the Celestial Country, therefore they 
were licensed to make bold with any of his things. But 
a little soon refreshed them there. . . . 
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Then the pilgrims got up and walked to and fro; 
but how their ears were now filled with heavenly 
noises, and their eyes delighted with celestial vi¬ 
sions ! . . . In this place there was a record kept of 
the names of them that had been pilgrims of old, and 
a history of all the famous acts that they had 
done. . . . 

After this it Avas noised abroad that Mr. Valiant - 
for-truth was taken with a summons, by the same post 
as the other, and had this for a token that the sum¬ 
mons was true: ‘ That his pitcher was broken at the 
fountain.’ When he understood it, he called for his 
friends and told them of it. Then said he, — “I am 
going to my fathers, and though with great difficulty 
I am got hither, yet now do I not repent me of all 
the trouble I have been at to arrive where I am. My 
sword I give to him that shall succeed me in my pil¬ 
grimage, and my courage and skill to him that can 
get it. My marks and scars I carry with me, to be a 
witness for me that I have fought His battles who 
will be my rewarder.” 

When the day that he must go hence was come, 
many accompanied him to the riverside, into which 
as he went he said, — ‘ Death, where is thy sting? ’

“ Strive and thrive!” cry “Speed, — fight on, fare 
ever 


There as here! ” 
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8 . I Shall Not Die, But Live 

O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good; be¬ 
cause his mercy endureth for ever. Let them now 
that fear the Lord say that his mercy endureth for 
ever.

But thou shalt flourish in immortal youth,

For ’tis to God I speed so fast;

Those shoals of dazzling glory passed, 

I lay my spirit down at last. 

I lie where I have always lain, 
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God smiles as he has always smiled; 

Ere suns and moons could wax and wane, 

Ere stars were thundergirt, or piled 
The heavens, God thought on me, his child. 

io. Strength in Some Great Agony 

Out of the depths have I cried unto thee, O Lord. 
Lord, hear my voice: let thine ears be attentive 
to the voice of my supplications.

My soul waiteth for 
the Lord more than they that watch for the morning: 
I say, more than they that watch for the morning. 
With him is plenteous redemption.

In pidses stirred to generosity, 

In deeds of daring rectitude, in scorn 
Of miserable aims that end with self, 

In thoughts sublime that pierce the night like stars, 
And with their mild persistence urge men’s search 
To vaster issues.

THE NEW TESTAMENT TEACHING 
CONCERNING LIFE ETERNAL 

i. The Bread of Life 

Jesus said, Labor not for the food which perish- 
eth, but for that food which endureth unto everlast¬ 
ing life, which the Son of man shall give unto you; 
for him hath God the Father sealed. Then said they 
unto him, What shall we do that we may work the 
works of God? Jesus answered and said unto them, 
1 his is the work of God, that ye believe on him whom 
he hath sent. 

They said therefore unto him, What sign showest 
thou then, that we may see, and believe thee? What 
dost thou work? Our fathers did eat manna in the 
desert: as it is written, He gave them bread from 
heaven to eat. Then said Jesus unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Moses gave you not that bread 
from heaven; but my Father giveth you the true bread 
from heaven. For the bread of God is he which 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth life unto the 
world. 

Then said they unto him, Master, evermore give us 
this bread. And Jesus said unto them, I am the bread 
of life. He that cometh to me shall never hunger, and 
he that believeth on me shall never thirst. This is the

will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth 
the Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting 
life; and I will raise him up at the last day.

Jesus said, I am the Way, the Truth and the 
Life; no man cometh unto the Father but by me.

These things have I spoken unto you, being yet 
present with you. But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Spirit, whom the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you. 
Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: not 
as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it he afraid. 

As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved you: 
continue ye in my love. If ye keep my command¬ 
ments, ye shall abide in my love; even as I have kept 
my Father’s commandments, and abide in his love. 
These things have I spoken unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you, and that your joy might be full. 
This is my commandment, That ye love one another, 
as I have loved you. Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for his friends.

I pray not for the world, but for 
them which thou hast given me; for they are thine, and 
all mine are thine, and thine are mine, and I am glori¬ 
fied in them. And now I am no more in the world, but 
these are in the world, and I come to thee. Holy 
Father, keep through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may be one as we are. 
Sanctify them through thy truth: thy word is truth. 

4. The Resurrection of Jesus 

When the even was come, there came a rich man 
of Arimathea, named Joseph, who also himself 
was Jesus’ disciple. He went to Pilate and begged 
the body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the body 
to be delivered. And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it 
in his own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rock. And he rolled a great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre, and departed. And Mary Magdalene and 
Mary the mother of Joseph beheld where he was laid. 
And they returned, and prepared spices and oint¬ 
ments; and rested on the sabbath day according to 
the commandment. 

Now upon the first day of the week, very early in 
the morning, they came unto the sepulchre, bringing 
the spices which they had prepared, and certain others 
with them. And they found the stone rolled away 
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from the sepulchre. And they entered in, and found 
not the body of the Lord Jesus. And it came to pass, 
as they were much perplexed thereabout, behold, two 
men stood by them in shining garments; and as they 
were afraid, and bowed down their faces to the earth, 
they said unto them, Why seek ye the living among 
the dead? He is not here, but is risen. Remember 
how he spake unto you when he was yet in Galilee, 
saying, The Son of man must be delivered into the 
hands of sinful men, and he crucified, and the third 
day rise again. And they remembered his words, and 
returned from the sepulchre, and told all these things 
unto the eleven, and to all the rest. 

5. The Gospel of the Resurrection 

Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the gos¬ 
pel which I preached unto you, which also ye have 
received, and wherein ye stand, by which also ye 
are saved, if ye keep in memory what I preached 
unto you, unless ye have believed in vain. For I de¬ 
livered unto you first of all that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; and that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to the scriptures; and 
that he was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve. After 
that he was seen of above five hundred brethren at 
once, of whom the greater part remain unto this pres¬ 
ent time, but some are fallen asleep. After that he 
was seen of James, then of all the apostles. And last 
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of all, lie was seen of me also, as of one born out of due 
time. 

Now if Christ be preached that he rose from the 
dead, how say some among you that there is no resur¬ 
rection of the dead? But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of them that slept. 
For since by man came death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive; but every man in 
bis own order: Christ the firstfruits; and afterward 
they that are Christ’s at his coming. 

But some man will say, How are the dead raised 
up? And with what body do they come? Foolish 
one! That which thou sowest is not quickened except 
it die. That which thou sowest, thou sowest not that 
body that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain. But God giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him, and to every seed its 
own body. So also is the resurrection of the dead. The 
body is sown in corruption; it is raised in incorruption. 
It is sown in dishonor; it is raised in glory. It is sown 
in weakness; it is raised in power. It is sown a natural 
body; it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. As we have borne 
the image of the earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 

Behold I show you a mystery: we shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed. When this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass 
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the saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, where 
is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. But thanks he to God, 
who giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, 
immovable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in 
vain in the Lord. 

6 . The Hope of Life Eternal 

That which was from the beginning, which we 
have heard, which we have seen with our eyes, which 
we have looked upon, and our hands have handled, 
of the Word of life; that which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that ye also may have 
fellowship with us: and truly our fellowship is with 
the Father, and with his Son Jesus Christ. And these 
things write we unto you, that your joy may be full. 
This then is the message which we have declared unto 
you, that God is light, and in him is no darkness at all. 

Love not the world, neither the things that are in 
the world. If any man love the world, the love of the 
F ather is not in him. For all that is in the world, the 
lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of the world. And 
the world passeth away, and the lust thereof; but he 
that doeth the will of God abideth for ever. 
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Behold, what manner of love the Father hath be¬ 
stowed upon us, that we should be called the sons of 
God! Therefore the world knoweth us not, because it 
knew him not. Beloved, now are we the sons of God, 
and it doth not yet appear what we shall be. But we 
know that when he shall appear we shall he like him, 
for we shall see him as he is. And every man that hath 
this hope in him purifieth himself, even as he is pure. 

7. To Him that Overcometh 

Grace be unto you, and peace, from him which 
is, and which was, and which is to come; and 
from the seven Spirits which are before his throne; 
and from Jesus Christ, who is the faithful witness, and 
the first begotten of the dead, and the prince of the 
kings of the earth. I am Alpha and Omega, the be¬ 
ginning and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and 
which was, and which is to come, the Almighty. Fear 
not; I am the first and the last. I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold, I am alive for evermore, 
Amen; and have the keys of the grave and of death. 

Behold, I stand at the door, and knock. If any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to 
him, and will sup with him, and he with me. To him 
that overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my 
throne, even as I also overcame and am set down with 
my Father in his throne. 

After this I beheld, and lo, a great multitude, which 
no man could number, of all nations and kindreds and 
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peoples and tongues, stood 


before the 


throne, and be¬ 


fore the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and palms in 
their hands; and cried with a loud voice saying, Salva¬ 
tion to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and 
unto the Lamb. And one of the elders spake, saying 
unto me, "Who are these which are arrayed in white 
robes? And whence came they? And I said, Sir, 
thou knowest. And he said to me, These are they 
which came out of great tribulation, and have washed 
their robes, and made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb. Therefore are they before the throne of God, 
and serve him day and night in his temple. And he 
that sitteth on the throne shall dwell among them. 
They shall hunger no morei, neither thirst any more; 
neither shall the sun light on them, nor any heat. For 
the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne shall feed 
them, and shall lead them unto living fountains of 
waters. And God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes.

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THE SERVICE AT THE GRAVE 

(Or in a crematory chapel) 

On arriving at the grave, the minister should, if con¬ 
venient, provide himself with flowers which he will scatter 
upon the casket at the appropriate time in the service, 
with the words then to he spoken, “ earth to earth, ashes 
to ashes, dust to dust” When the casket has been brought 
to the grave, it should be lowered to its place. These 
words may be read by the minister while the casket is 
being lowered, or as soon as it has been lowered, to its 
place: 


A Declaration of Hope 

I AM the resurrection and the life: he that helieveth 
in me, though he were dead yet shall he live: and 
whosoever liveth and helieveth in me shall never die. 

Let not your heart he troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in me. In my Father’s house are many 
mansions: if it were not so I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you I will come again and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be 
also. 

I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, con¬ 
cerning them which are asleep; that ye sorrow not, 
even as the others which have no hope. For if we 
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believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 

Committing the Body to the Ground 

F ORASMUCH as it has come to pass, within the 
divine providence of the world, that the soul of 
this child of God has departed from this earthly life 
and has entered into the unseen world, we therefore 
commit the body to the ground,* 

earth to earth, 
ashes to ashes, 
dust to dust, 

in the living hope that as he has borne the image of the 
earthly he shall also hear the image of the heavenly, 
and shall live for ever in the glorious presence of God. 

The dust returns to the earth as it was, hut the spirit 
returns unto God who gave it. 

None of us liveth to himself, and none dieth to him¬ 
self. For whether we live, we live unto the Lord; or 
whether we die, we die unto the Lord. Whether we 
live therefore, or die, we are the Lord’s. 

I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, Write, 
Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors; and their works do follow them. 

* If the body is to be cremated these words are omitted , and the 
minister says, “ we therefore return the body to the elements, in the 
living hojie ” etc . 
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Let us pray: 

A LMIGHTY God, with whom do live the spirits 
of them that depart hence in the Lord, and with 
whom the souls of the faithful, after they are delivered 
from the burden of the flesh, are in joy and felicity: 
we give thee hearty thanks for that it hath pleased 
thee to deliver this our brother out of the miseries of 
this sinful world, beseeching thee, that it may please 
thee, of thy gracious goodness, shortly to accomplish 
the number of thine elect, and to hasten thy kingdom; 
that we, with all those that are departed in the true 
faith of thy holy name, may have our perfect consum¬ 
mation and bliss, both in body and soul, in thine eter¬ 
nal and everlasting glory; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

0 MERCIFUL God, the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the resurrection and the life; 
in whom whosoever believeth shall live, though he die: 
and whosoever liveth and believeth in him shall not 
die eternally; who also hath taught us by his holy 
apostle St. Paul not to sorrow, as men without hope, 
for them that sleep in him: we meekly beseech thee, 
O Father, to raise us from the death of sin unto the 
life of righteousness; that, when we shall depart this 
life, we may rest in him, as our hope is this our brother 
doth; and that, at the general resurrection in the last 
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day, we may be found acceptable in thy sight, and 
receive that blessing which thy well-beloved Son shall
